.«y. way of'thinking the way to lower 
the cost of eggs is to increase the pro- 
luction. One of the ways to increase 
thn production is to get the farmer or 
Ihe producer to pay moro attention to 
his poultry. 
To furnish thorn the con- 


ditions which will stimulate the hens to 
produce more eggs. These conditions nre 
blown and urc not difficult to bring 
about, of course they require consider- 
ableable work and careful attention to 
details. . It is not necessary to have 
costly or heated houses as many sup- 
pose, in fact these really decrease egg 
production.
